■An airplane crash at the 
“top of the world” today had taken the lives of Will Rogers, 
America's foremost humorist, and Wiley Post, noted aviator. 

Their crushed bodies were taken from the wreckage of 
Post’s new monoplane at the mouth of a small river 15 miles 
southwest of here. Post’s wristwatch had stopped at 8:18 p. 
m. (Santa Ana time) last night. 

Native runners brought word of the accident to Barrow 
late last night and Staff Sergeant Stanley R. Morgan, signal 
corps operator, stationed at this, America’s most northerly 
while settlement, hired a fast launeh and went to the scene 
at once. 

Stopped to Inquire Way 

Native camping at the scene reported Post and Rogers 
had landed in the river last night to inquire the way to Bar- 
row. After a brief stop, during which the flier tinkered with 
his plane and Rogers chatted with the natives, the pair got 
i into the plane for the short hop to Barrow. 

The trim plane, which Post had built for a leisurely 
i flight to Alaska and Siberia, developed engine trouble soon 
after it look the air and plunged, head-on, into the right 
bank of the river from an elevation of only 50 feet. 

Both men were killed instantly. The motor was driven 
back into the fuselage by the force of impact and the right 
wing was sheared off. Belongings in the plane were scattered 
in the crash. 

Post Trapped at Controls 

Sergeant Morgan first removed Rogers’ body from the 
smashed cabin then was obliged to tear the plane apart to 
recover Post’s bruised body, trapped at the controls by the 
plane's engine. 

The wreckage was partly submerged in two feet of wa- 
ter. Sergeant Morgan brought the bodies hack to Barrow 
and placed them in care of Dr. Henrv W. Greist, medical mis¬ 
sionary in charge of the Barrow Presbyterian hospital. 

Thus ended the aerial vacation jaunt of thousands of 
miles of Post and Rogers. Post said he intended to fly to 
Siberia to hunt and fish after touring Alaska with Rogers, 
who joined the flight “between pictures” after Post had 
reached Seattle August 1 on his way north. 

Set Plane Dow n on Lake 

Fog and low clouds menaced the fliers from the time 
they left Fairbanks yesterchy. After flying only 50 miles, 
the plane was set down on Harding lake, while Post inquired 
about the weather ahead over the mountain range which sep¬ 
arates the Arctic slope from the interior of Alaska. 

The fliers encountered fog again as they reached the ice- 
choked Arctic coast, and visibility was so bad they had lost 
their way when they stopped at the native ramp. 

Rogers had planned to leave Post at Fairbanks and re¬ 
turn to the east coast where he was scheduled to meet his 
wife in Boston the later part of this month. Post was to 
continue on to Siberia. 

The accident occurred at the height of the brief Arctic 
summer when it is daylight almost around the clock. The 
United States coast guard cutter Northland was waiting in 
the ice pack only a few miles away from Barrow on its an¬ 
nual visit to the settlement. 

Post and Rogers had been entertained in Fairbanks for 
several days while their plane was being serviced. They flew 
in a regular transport plane to Anchorage Wednesday and 
visited the Matanuska colony near there. 

This was Post’s second crash in Alaska. On his first 
round-the-world flight, Post’s red monoplane “Winnie Mae,” 
made a forced landing and was damaged near Flat, on the 
Yukon river in central Alaska. Post was unhurt and suc-

Post’s Plane Was New One 

Post’s plane was a new one, 
built in Burbank. Calif., for the 
flight to Siberia. It was a special¬ 
ly built model of low wing con¬ 
struction similar to the ship used 
by Colonel and Mrs. Charles A. 
Lindbergh on their flights to 
Japan in 1 OR 1 and across the At¬ 
lantic air routes In 193.". 

Flown to Seattle as a land plane, 
the ship was fitted with pontoons 
here. 

Post arrived here from the South 
on August 1, accompanied by Mrs. 
Post, who had planned to make a 
Siberian trip with her husband. He 
said at that time he planned to 
go on to Moscow, after "hunting 
tigers" in Siberia. 

While here, delayed for several 
days, the Russian fliers hopped 
from Moscow on their projected 
flight over the North Pole to Cali¬ 
fornia and Post showed great in¬ 
terest in their flight. He pre¬ 
dicted that it would be successful, 
although subsequently they were 
compelled to turn back and return 
to Russia 

Rogers Joined Pair August 5 

Rogers, freed from his moving 
picture work for a time, then flew 
North and joined them here on 
August 5. He left Los Angeles 
under an "assumed name" but his 
identity was soon discovered and 
he was welcomed here. 

On the next day. the two took 
test flights In Post s plane, which 
had by then been equipped with 
pontoons, and Rogers also found 
time for a polo workout with polo 
players here He was their guest 
that evening and told them, among 
other things, that he was going 
north to "get a polo team going 
on the Matanuska project," as that 
was about the "only thing the 
democrats haven’t done for the 
colony.” 

That evening, friends disclosed 
later. Rogers "kidded" Mrs. Post 
about the hunting and fishing they 
planned on isolated Alaskan lakes, 
saying it was "no place for a lady." 
The "kidding," in which Post 
joined, finally convinced Mrs. Post 
not to make the trip with them. 

Consequently, the next morning, 
Aug 7, when the two hopped from 
the Renton airport on Lake Wash¬ 
ington. south of here, Mrs, Post 
was left behind. She said the trip 
might be “too strenuous." 

Mrs. Post Flips lo S. F. 

She remained here only a few 
days, and then flew south in a 
private plane to San Francisco. 

Post and Rogers made a leis¬ 
urely fliaht of eight hours, 15 
minutes, that day to Juneau, not 
stopping at Ketchikan, although 
before leaving here Rogers had 
said he might have to "get a fish 
dinner at Ketchikan." Rain and 
low-flying clouds lay along the 
route they traversed, but they ar¬ 
rived safely at the territory’s 
capital. 

Governor John W. Troy of 
Alaska, and Joe Crosson, a hunt¬ 
ing companion last year of Post s, 
welcomed the two on their arrival 
at Juneau. 

Weather Wet 

They were the governor's guests 
that night at the territorial man¬ 
sion. The next day, it was still 
raining and their flight, which 
by now had become a "vacation 
trip," they said, was delayed. Rog¬ 
ers brought rubbers, two rain¬ 
coats and other equipment, say¬ 
ing humorously. "With this wea¬ 
ther, I'll need lots of them."

Seek Federal Financing 
For County Flood 
Control Project 


John C. Mitchell, chairman of 
the board of supervisors, and Su¬ 
pervisor LeRoy Lyon are leaving 
tonight for Washington D C., in 
connection with this county's ap¬ 
plication for federal aid in fi¬ 
nancing its $11,600,000 flood con¬ 
trol program. 

The two supervisor s had not 
planned to leave until tomorrow 
because of other business affairs, 
but changed their plans late yes¬ 
terday upon receipt of a telegram 
from A. Kempkcy. consulting en¬ 
gineer sent bark to the eapitol 
aeveral weeks ago by the county 
•upervisors. 

In the telegram Mr. Kempkcy 
declared it is imperative that the 
supervisors be in Washington by 
August 21. Mr. Mitchell and Mr. 
Lyon will arrive at their destina¬ 
tion August 20 in time for a con¬ 
ference with Mr. Kempkcy before 
appearing before government offi¬ 
cials in regard to the project. 

Mr. Mitchell said today he in¬ 
tends to remain in Washington 
until some definite word is given 
this county by federal officials as 
to the extent of financial assist¬ 
ance the county can expect for its 
project. 

Originally filed under Public 
Works administration seeking a 
loan and grant, the application for 
aid was switched to the board of 
army engineers when the super¬ 
visors became convinced that 
greater benefits would accrue to 
the county through the change. 
Under the present application the 
county is asking the government 
to make an outward grant of ap¬ 
proximately $7,000,000 for the 
project. The county will raise the 
balance through a bond issue. 

If the grant is made through the 
board of army engineers the work 
of constructing dams and spread¬ 
ing grounds will be done under 
supervision of army engineers. 

During the absence of Mr. Mit¬ 
chell activities of the board of su¬ 
pervisors will be- directed by Wil¬ 
lard Smith, supervisor from the 
fourth district. Mr. Smith was ap¬ 
pointed acting chairman of the 
board by Mr. Mitchell today.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16. CPI— 
Mail bags are bringing to Wash¬ 
ington daily an increasing flow of 
inquiries from needy persons over 
65 years, asking to what benefits 
they are entitled under the new 
social security law. They wonder 
how and where to apply for federal 
aid. 

The answer is brief—they must 
apply to the old-age pension com¬ 
missions of their own states. 

If their state has no provision 
for granting old age pensions then 
applicants must wait until neces¬ 
sary state legislation is passed. If 
any state’s constitution prohibits 
such legislation, then applicants of 
that state may apply to county 
authorities until July 1, 1937. 

Federal funds up to $15 a month 
per person are to be available for 
the needy aged, provided the states 
match the payments.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 Vpi— 
The farm administration has an¬ 
nounced that 617,298.066 has been 
paid on 1935 corn-hog contracts. 
More than one-fourth of the total 
— $4,760,269 — went to Iowa 
farmers. 

The payments represent about 
one-fifth of the $85,000,000 which 
will be disbursed to farmers as 
first payments under this year's 
com-hog program. 

The payments to states includ¬ 
ed: California $127,761.

Revised figures, including mili¬ 
tary funds in the second deficiency 
bill, increase total appropriations 
for national defense by the present 
congress to $806,446,829. Of this 
$458,684,379 goes to the navy, and 
$347,762,450 to the army. 

The navy's 1936 appropriations 
are an increase of $174,000,000 
over 19.35, while the army 1s get¬ 
ting $07,000,000 more than last 
year. 

Army Gels More .Men 

Analysis of the appropriations 
show that for the Increased expen¬ 
diture of approximately $271 000,- 
000. the army and navy will get 
more men, more airplanes, more 
warships and some new equip¬ 
ment. 

Nearly $121,000,000 has been al¬ 
lotted for continuing construction 
of 62 vessels now being built, and 
laying k>‘els of 24 more warships 
About $23,000,000 has been ear¬ 
marked for beginning work on 15 
destroyers, five submarines, two 
light cruisers and one aircraft 
carrier. 

826,700,000 For Planes 

To buy new planes the navy 
got $26,700,000- an increase of 
$20,500,000 over last year. 

Officers said the remainder of 
the navy's increase will be ab¬ 
sorbed by enlistment of 10,000 
more "gobs ' an increasing man 
power to 92.500- and In higher 
prices for most everything the 
navy eats, wears, uses or does. 

Airdrome At Hawaii 

The army's appropriation this 
year was $336,112,450, but the 
second deficiency bill added $9,850,- 
000 for new buildings at West 
Point and an airdrome in Hawaii,

body’s blood to "the surface," with 
consequent increase in the amount 
of body heat lost by radiation. 

But the dilation of the skin 
blood vessels actually involves an 
increase in the blood volume of the 
body. This increase in blood vol¬ 
ume is accomplished by drawing 
into circulation water stored in 
other tissues. 

In this connection the value of 
drinking sufficient amounts of 
water becomes self-evident, for if 
the body is dehydrated, that is, 
without sufficient water, it is han¬ 
dicapped in loss of heat by radia¬ 
tion But, if water is to be drunk 
in adequate amounts, we must not 
forget the importance of adding 
extra salt to our meals and at 
times, too, to our water. 

Perspiration Good 

Even more important than the 
loss of heat by radiation is the 
cooling effect of perspiration. In 
fact, when the temperature of the 
surrounding air is higher than the 
body temperature, perspiration is 
practically the only way in which 
the body may rid itself of excess 
heat. 

Perspiration, too, is promoted 
by drinking adequate amounts of 
water, and there, too, the intake 
of salt must be sufficient. Sweat 
is salty, and therefore the sodium 
chloride which the body loses 
through perspiration must be made 
up in our food. 

Tomorrow—Beware of the Fly 


Although one often hears that 
“it isn't the heat, it's the humid¬ 
ity.’’ high temperatures as such 
have certain taxing effects upon 
the body which, if not counter¬ 
acted, may lead of dissatrous re¬ 
sults. 

The body has a variety of means 
for keeping its internal tempera¬ 
ture at a given level. Among 
these, the secretion of sweat and 
the control of blood flow through 
the akin by dilatation (i. e., en¬ 
larging of its numerous small 
blood vessels called the capillaries) 
are the most effective. 

Can Increase Heat 
Tlie body can increase its heat 
loss by dilating, that is. by re¬ 
laxing and thus enlarging the 
blood vessels of the skin. This has 
the effect of bringing much of the

ORIGINAL 'RAG TIME KID? 


(This is thr tenth of a series of articles having to do 
with the establishment and development of the Anaheim 
city park, one of the, outstanding cultural and recreational 
institutions of Southern California. The series is intended 
to be informative to those cities which do not enjoy park 
facilities. Santa Ana is listed in the latter classification.) 


Following the recommendation 
of a committee recently appointed 
to appraise the boy scout building 
at 715 North Sycamore street, the 
board of education last night 
passed a resolution to purchase 
the building at a cost of $1400. 

The structure is on school prop¬ 
erty, and will be used to house 
the junior college arts and crafts 
classes. Jules Markel, represent¬ 
ing the Boy Scouts on the apprais¬ 
ing committee, estimated that a 
new structure, similar in nature, 
would cost approximately $2000. 
Superintendent of Schools Frank 
Henderson expressed the belief 
that very few changes in the pres¬ 
ent interior set-up of the building 
would be necessary to put it in 
shape for class work. 

Others serving with Mr. Markel 
on the committee were Therman 
B. Means, representing the board 
of education, and O. T Moore. Mr. 
Markel said the committee felt the 
purchase price of $1400 was fair 
to both the school board and the 
Boy Scout organization. Money 
for the purchase will come from 
high school funds, Mr. Henderson 
said. 

A service station, the property 
of the Santa Ana school district, 
located at South Main and Rus¬ 
sell streets, was sold last night to 
Frank F. Ey jr. for $200. The 
board had previously announced 
that no bids would be accepted for 
less than $300. but after having 
advertised for bids twice during a 
period of three weeks, and receiv¬ 
ing no other bids but that of Mr.

DETROIT. Aug 16 <& Presi¬ 
dent Frank J. Navin of the Detroit 
Tigers said today that, in his opin¬ 
ion. night baseball "would he the 
beginning of the end for the ma¬ 
jor leagues.” 

Not only was the president of 
the American league leaders firm 
in that assertion, hut he had sev¬ 
eral pointed remarks to make 
about the baseball situation in 
general. 

Lower Teams Colorless 

Speaking specifically of the ma¬ 
jors. Navin remarked that second 
division clubs usually are color¬ 
less and listless and don’t draw 
in any league night or day 

"That has been proved time and 
again," he said, "and it won’t help 
Washington or Philadelphia even 
if it is tried. I would be against 
attempting it." 

He turned in his (hair to look 
out over the field where all seats 
have been sold for the Sunday 
game with the New' York Yankees, 
and where a crew of workmen 
hurriedly fitted together a huge 
stage over home plate for an 
"opera under the stars," playing 
night stands at the Tiger park. 


“Why, this night game is 
bane ball's ruination,” he said. “It 
change* baseball players from 
athletes to actors. It’s nothing 
more than a spectacle. I cer¬ 
tainly would be against it.” 

“Aside from that,’’ he added, 
"night baseball fails to develop 
young players. The fielding is dif¬ 
ferent The pitching is far dif¬ 
ferent and. all things considered, 
the young players are handicapped 
by the night style of game." 

Navin said that, in his opinion, 
the night game had not henefitted 
the minors, and that it hasn’t 
helped much at Cincinnati, the 
only major club to sponsor it. 

Paying Proposition 
“I'm not convinced it is a pay¬ 
ing proposition," he said. "The 
minors have found their Saturday 
and Sunday crowds have fallen 
off since they started night base¬ 
ball. When you take everything 
into consideration the slump of 
the crowds, purchase of equipment 
and the fact that no young players 
are being developed, there is little 
that ran he said for it.”
